With characteristic promptuee# be 
proceeded to gather bts people around 
blm and Institute tbe regular end for¬ 
mal obureb service la ooe of our,public 
halts. Hie people were few in numbers 
at first, but ever Increasing and always 
loyal to blm end ble purpose*. Tue 
erection of a church oo Bloomfield Ave¬ 
nue was at once begun, and within a 
few month* was ready for occupany, 
and then commenced tbe first regular 
eervloe held In a Catholic obureb In tbe 
town of Bloomfield. From tbst day to 
tbe present tbe advancement baa beeo 
rapid and continuous. Cnurcb, ocbool- 
bouaee, club-house, ball and rectory, 
sod the establishment of a cemetery 
have ail followed In quick succession 
Magic like, they have sprung Into eg. 
Istenoe to meet tbe demands of tbl* 
growing congregation. 

Under hla personal supervision all 
these building* have been erected. 
Hla various accomplishments, covering 
as they do all branchaa of the building 
trades, bos beeu of especial value to 
tbls parish in Its constructive work. 
T<> tbe casual observer It would appear 
that be la ble own architect, bis own 
boas mason, his own superintendent, 
and I bad almost said hts own walking 
delegate 

But, toy friends, tbe crowning work 
of your Incomparable leader la tbe 
Imposing church edifice oo yonder park. 
Tbla stately building, unsurpassed for 
location, commanding tbe admiration 
of all. a credit to tbe parish, an orna¬ 
ment to the town, and let us hope e 
lasting monument to the name of him 
who bo* given the energies of ble life 
In the founding and establishing of tola 
parleb and tola church. The church 
exist# for use, not ornament. Let then 
Its heueficeot Infiueocae go forth 
throughout tble community, lifting up 
those who are c**t down, comforting 
those who are afflicted, aud pointing 
the way that leads to life eternal. Let 
the teaobloga of these schools have for 
It* object tbe upbulltllog of character. 
Educate these young people tn band 
aud heart aud fit them for tbe duties of 
life. Inspire them to nobler Ideal* Sod 
grander purpose*

A* important publio matter wtU soon 
demand te* utteatloo of tbs psopls of 
this town. It Is now wall known test 
tns Tow* Council recently took Impor¬ 
tant steps toward* purchasing land and 
erecting a municipal building. The 
alleged necessity for batter fir* houses 
Impelled tbs Council to action In that 
direction. Tbs Council's proposed ac¬ 
tion In the matter of a municipal build- 
< ,«bg was governed chiefly by utilitarian 
and economical motives, and tee pro¬ 
ject as outlined was Intended to effect a 
reduction below tee present renal* paid 
out now for town office*, police and fire 
headquarter* Tbe Council'* plou celled 
tor a neat and substantial bitek building 
located oa the north side of Washington 
Sweet between the Ceplre and the rail¬ 
road. 

At tbe June meeting of the Board of 
Ttads David G. Oarabraut brought ap 
tbe matter of a municipal building for 
discussion. Chairman George Peterson 
of tbs Town Council gave the members 
of the Board of Trade a detailed account 
of the Council's plane In the matter and 
tha step* so far taken towards carrying 
It out... Tbs objection made by Mr. 
Oarabraut and others to tbe Council’s 
scheme was that the plane of tbe Oouncll 
d!d not call for the kind of a building 
that the people wanted for a town hall 
and the location was not suitable. Mr. 
Feteroon conceded the validity of both 
objections, but said teat tbe Counotl 
was governed in Its setlou by s knowl¬ 
edge of tbe elate of the public purse and 
the Immediate need* of the town. Fire 
beuoee, Mr. Peterson said, were an 
actual necevalty, and the beet location 
for effordlog the most efficient fire pro¬ 
tection woe the principal questlou ID 
view when the Council eeiected tha 
Washington Avenue site, and It was the 
opinion of the Council that an addition 
of a law thousand dollars to the pro¬ 
posed Issue of bonds for fire bouses 
would enable tbe Council to construct a 
building that could also be used for all 
other tews yt pnsns. Mr. Peter so* ad¬ 
mitted test s *50.000 building on tbe 
Nash Corner property would be 
much more desltoble, but tbe present 
Town Oouncll did not believe that the 
people were In a position to assume any 
further bonded Indebtedness at present 
otUer thau what wo* actually necessary 
Borne members of the Board of Trade 
were fearful that tbe Council might go 
ahead with the Washington Avenue 
plan, and It was decided to have an 
early conference of tha Board of Trade 
Committee on Municipal Affairs and the 
members of tbe Town Council for tbe 
purpose of considering tbe projector a 
municipal building. That conference 
was held Wednesday night lo the Town 
Gouucli room, aud a special meeting of 
tbe Board of Trad* will b* bald Thurs¬ 
day evening. July id. to bear the report 
of the committee.
